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GOOSE DOWN! 

Baby gosling is missing and believed dead

And then there were three. 

One of Prospect Park’s miracle 
goslings has gone missing — and 
Mother Nature is a prime suspect. 

Heavy weekend rains, illness or 
a predator apparently killed one of 
four goose babies, born against all 
odds in the wake of last year’s goose 
slaughter and this year’s effort to hu- 
manely keep surviving geese from 
reproducing. 

“It’s survival of the fittest out 


there — it happens,” 
said wildlife advocate 
Mary Beth Artz. “It’s 
just sad.” 

The original four- 
some was the surviv- 
ing litter from a sextet of 
eggs that had been dis- 
covered near Dog Beach 
inside the park. 

In early May, all six eggs were 
coated with corn oil in an attempt to 
humanely destroy the developing em- 
bryos. But nature always finds a way, 
and all six eggs hatched — though 


two goslings died al- 
most immediately of 
natural causes. 

The remaining four 
goslings quickly be- 
came Prospect Park’s 
unofficial children, a 
living symbol of the hor- 
ror of last year’s federal 
slaughter of more than 
300 geese, killed in the name of avi- 
ation safety. 

“They represent hope for new life,”

It’s the ultimate summer work- 
place nightmare: A rogue intern 
stole more than $1,000 from a be- 
loved Boerum Hill gallery — but 
the teen says he did it because his 
mentor falsely accused him of steal- 
ing an office phone ! 

Lucien Zayan, owner of the In- 
visible Dog, said he caught the trou- 
bled 16-year-old clumsily embezzling 
dough from the Bergen Street art 
space.

To say he felt betrayed is an un- 
derstatement. 

“I was furious!” said Zayan. 

The double-crossing allegedly 
went down on May 9, when the 
intern, James Baker, 16, asked to 
check his e-mail. With the boss’s 
back turned, the intern transferred 
$500 of gallery money to his own 
bank account via a PayPal window 
that Zayan had left open. 

Within seconds, the website 
sent a confirmation e-mail straight 
to Zayan. When confronted, Baker

lied that he had not done the dirty 
deed, but Zayan knew. 

“I told him, ‘I have the evidence,’ ” 
Zayan said. 

That’s when the two-bit Capone 
ran out of the gallery, though he sur- 
rended to 84th Precinct cops on Sat- 
urday. 

Later, Zayan discovered that the 
intern had also cashed a $950 check, 
which he likely swiped from a closet 
shared by the employees. 

Baker admitted that he did the

Judge says ‘Domi

A judge has dismissed a lawsuit 
seeking to halt development at the 
former Domino Sugar factory, rul- 
ing on Tuesday that the city broke 
no rules when it rezoned the indus- 
trial site for housing. 

Supreme Court Judge Eileen Ra- 
kower said that the city’s land-use 
and environmental review met all le- 
gal requirements, clearing the way 
for construction to begin on the wa- 
terfront site along Kent Avenue by 
late 2012, said Susan Pollack, vice 


president of the developer, Commu- 
nity Preservation Resources Corpo- 
ration. 

“We are gratified by the un- 
equivocal and swift decision,” Pol- 
lack added. 

Pollack’s firm purchased the land- 
marked Refinery building and sev- 
eral neighboring lots in 2003 with 
plans to develop 2,200 units of hous- 
ing with retail space and a quarter- 
mile-long riverfront park. 

Some community leaders, such as 
Assemblyman Vito Lopez (D-Wil- 
liamsburg) and Councilman Steve 


Levin (D-Williamsburg) demanded 
a higher percentage of below-mar- 
ket rate units. Others called for fewer 
units altogether — arguing that the 
neighborhood’s streets, schools and 
subways could not support an influx 
of thousands of families. 

The project ended up getting 
approved unanimously by the City 
Council last July. But that didn’t 
halt a suit by a half-dozen Wil- 
liamsburg residents, who charged 
the site’s developer and city agencies 
with “wrongfully excluding the citi- 
zenry from meaningful participation

in a project of unprecedented impact” 
in a “bait and switch” deal. 

The group, which calls itself Wil- 
liamsburg Community Preservation 
Corporation in a play on the devel- 
opment company’s name — is now 
considering an appeal of Tuesday’s 
dismissal. 

Meanwhile, some area lead- 
ers are crowing about the project, 
which would set aside 30 percent 
of its units — about 660 apartments 
— at below-market rates. It would 
also revive a stagnant section of the 
waterfront.

On Bergen Street, the stoops 
have eyes! 

Brownstone Brooklyn’s iconic 
feature — its front steps — have 
morphed into a gallery space as a 
dozen stoops have been plastered 
with the faces of local storeown- 
ers in recognition of their services 
to the community. 

“I really love my shop owners,” 
said Dana Eskelson, who organized 
the exhibit, part of a global pub- 
lic art project called “Inside Out.”

After doing some recruiting of 
neighbors, photograph taking, and 
matching of participants to their 
favorite storeowners, Eskelson 
quickly turned her idea into a 
block-wide extravaganza. 

“All I did was recognize some- 
thing that was there, which was 
this neighborhood and its appre- 
ciation for their shop owners,” 
she said. 

The end product has created 
stoop after stoop of top-to-bot- 
tom, black-and-white headshots 
of various storeowners. 

There’s Fourth and Bergen Bo- 
dega shop owner, Muhammad Ali, 
from Yemen!

Brooklyn's meanest street

Fort Greene is Brooklyn’s 
most treacherous bicycling 
neighborhood, according to 
the city’s most-recent bike 
crash data. 

Eight of the 21 most bike-ac- 
cident-prone intersections are lo- 
cated in Fort Greene-Clinton 
Hill — and residents think they 
know why. 

“There’s no respect for bike 
lanes here,” said Cassidy Vare, 
owner of Bespoke Bicycles, who 
said drivers constantly speed on 
the narrow streets and often dou- 
ble-park in lanes. “It’s crazy.” 

Roughly every two weeks, 
Vare said, a flustered cyclist 
limps into his Lafayette Street 
shop, seeking repairs on a car- 
crunched bicycle — often just 
minutes after an accident. 

The data back up Vare, re- 



vealing that 25 of 62 serious bike 
accidents were in the neighbor- 
hood. 

The statistics, compiled by 


the Department of Transporta- 
tion, are from intersections with 
at least three bike crashes dur- 
ing 2008 and 2009, the latest 


available years. But the num- 
bers confirm a simple fact of 
life for cyclists: the more bik- 
ers, the more crashes. 


“Fort Greene is en route to 
Manhattan — and the more cy- 
clists you have, in general, the 
more accidents you see,” said 
Michael Murphy, a spokes- 
man for the cycling advocacy 
group Transportation Alterna- 
tives. “But, really, there are so 
many factors to consider.” 

One factor could be the neigh- 
borhood’s historic hostility to 
bike lanes, which dates back 
| to 2006, when locals rejected 
u five miles of new bike lanes 
£ along Carlton and Willoughby 
-q avenues. 

| Earlier this year, residents ob- 
jected to a city plan for a bike 
lane on Lafayette Avenue, and 
the plan was scrapped. 

Still, it’s unclear if bike lanes 
help or hurt. Of the 25 “bike in- 
jury crashes” — cases in which 
cyclists report being physically

Bloomberg plots closure of 
eight Brooklyn companies

Backshaft! 

Eight fire companies in Brook- 
lyn — 40 percent of the proposed 
20 city wide closures — could flame 
out under a controversial plan by the 
Bloomberg Administration to save 
$55 million. 

Of course, the city has been through 
these kinds of budgetary Kabuki 
dances before — times when admin- 
istrations have proposed Draconian 
cuts which are followed by predictable 
protests and magical “restorations” of 
funding at the last minute. 

But restorations aren’t certain. 

Indeed, in 2003, six firehouses 
were shuttered. Opponents say that 
this time, more closures would be 
disastrous. 

Park Slope 

Engine 220, 530 11th St. 

Engine 220 embarks on 1,880 runs 
a year, but that’s comparatively low 
city wide. The company, between Sev- 
enth and Eighth avenues, serves south 
Park Slope and Windsor Terrace — an 
area that’s seen a five-percent popula- 
tion jump since 2000 — and is just a 
few blocks from New York Methodist 
Hospital, PS 107, the Pavilion cinema 
(don’t yell fire inside there when its 
crowded!) and barbecue areas inside 
Prospect Park. Engine 220 is the fire- 
house of Public Advocate Bill DeBla- 
sio, who warned that “more lives will 
be lost” if the cuts come to pass. De- 
Blasio, arrested in 2004 for protesting 


an engine company closing in Cobble 
Hill, said he’s prepared for handcuffs 
again “if that’s what it takes.” 

If the station gets the ax, response 
times would increase by 30 seconds 
to 4:08, according to city estimates. 
Engine 239 — located nine blocks 
away on Fourth Avenue at Sixth Street 
— will serve the tony parkside com- 
munities. Pols and area celebrities 
including “Reservoir Dogs” actor 
Steve “Mr. Pink” Buscemi were set 
to protest outside the firehouse on 
Wednesday. — Natalie O'Neill 

Brooklyn Heights 

Engine 205, 74 Middagh St. 

The demise of Engine 205 would 
raise response time by 52 seconds 
to 4:20 in an area bursting with new 
residents and families, city estimates 
contend. 

The firehouse, near Henry Street, 
is around the corner from PS 8 and 
near the Promenade, Brooklyn Bridge 
Park, along with restaurants and 
churches. 

The company — one of the first 
to dispatch firefighters to the World 
Trade Center during the 9-11 attacks 
— responds to calls in Brooklyn 
Heights, Downtown and DUMBO, 
which has seen a massive popula- 
tion boom since 2000 http://www. 
brooklynpaper.com/stories/34/10/ 
dtg_downtownboom_2011_3_ll_ 
bk.html. 

It shares its Middagh Street fa- 
cility with Ladder 118, and averages 
1,603 calls per year.

Williamsburg 

Ladder 104, 161 S. Second St 
Engine 206, 1201 Grand St. 
Engine 218, 650 Hart St. 

The trio of companies is among 
the least active in the city — but that’s 
no solace to a neighborhood still bit- 
ter over the closure of Engine 212 
eight years ago. 

The most likely to shut down is 
East Williamsburg’s Engine 206, nes- 
tled in an industrial peninsula abut- 
ting Newtown Creek near beer dis- 
tributors and lumber yards. 

It ranks 195th of 198 engine com- 
panies in total runs, making only 
an average of 1,102 calls in a three - 
year period, and if it were to close, 
response times would rise only 28 
seconds, from 4:01 to 4:29. 

But response times in Williams- 


burg’s diversifying south side could 
rise 51 seconds, from 3:45 to 4:36, 
if Ladder 104 is shuttered. 

And if Engine 218 is closed, re- 
sponse times in Bushwick couldjump 
by 15 seconds, from 3:16 to 3:31. 

Census records show commu- 
nities near the stations have been 
growing steadily over the past de- 
cade: The population near Engine 
218 rose 60 percent; a census tract 
near Engine 206 jumped 55 percent; 
and the tract containing Ladder 104 
increased six percent. 

Engine 216 on Union Street would 
likely cover emergency calls on Wil- 
liamsburg’s south side while Engine 
237 on Morgan Avenue would pick 
up the hose in East Williamsburg 
and southwest Bushwick.

Park fish fry 

Alliance slashes budget, killing 
Macy's contest, other programs

Prospect Park’s 63 -year-old fish- 
ing contest will get the hook, and 
dozens of other programs will be 
slashed or saddled with new fees, 
thanks to dramatic budget cuts un- 
veiled last week by the Prospect Park 
Alliance. 

The gutting of the annual Ma- 
cy’s Fishing Contest tradition, which 
last year reeled in more than 3,500 
people, was the most dramatic cut, 


but the list also includes a “mod- 
est” admission charge for adults at 
Lefferts Historic House; and the 
elimination of some educational 
programs at the house and at the 
adjacent Audubon Center, where 
kids currently enjoy science, na- 
ture and crafts programs. 

The Alliance, which oversees 
operation of the park for the city, 
said the changes would reduce the 
group’s $ 10-million budget by three 
percent, or $300,000.

The cuts come just five months 
after former Department of Sani- 
tation Commissioner Emily Lloyd 
took over an Alliance at a crossroads 
and under fire for tardy trash pick- 
ups and last year’s federal slaugh- 
ter of 300 geese. 


Before making the cuts, Lloyd re- 
viewed the budget submissions of 
each park department, but did not 
hold any public hearings, which are 
not required by law because the Al- 
liance is a registered non-profit. 

For now, the Alliance’s focus must 
be on maintaining a “clean and safe 
park,” said spokesman Eugene Pa- 
tron, who added that the group would 
seek “other ways to connect chil- 
dren with nature.” 

But ending the decades-old fish- 
ing contest is disappointing to kid- 
die anglers, who have gleaned con- 
fidence from being outdoors — like 
first ever-female winner, Sarah Mur- 
ray, who told The Brooklyn Paper 
in 2009, “Girls can play any sports 
— and they can be just as good as 
guys.” 

In place of the contest, the park 
will offer smaller “clinics” to teach 
kids about fish, Patron said.

New East River service to begin next month

Manhattan-bound com- 
muters will get new express 
service — albeit on the river 
rather than under it. 

On June 13, New York Wa- 
terway will launch service 
connecting Greenpoint, Wil- 
liamsburg and DUMBO to 
Lower Manhattan and Mid- 
town every 20 minutes for 
$4 a ride. 

The city-subsidized service 
amounts to the latest riverboat 
gamble for an administration 
that has seen earlier service 
sink. Even with a three-year, 
$9. 3 -million subsidy — up 
from zero for a prior opera- 
tor — it is unclear if enough 
paying customers will keep 
this boat afloat. 

“It’s going to take time 
to build traffic,” said New 



100 passengers beginning 
at 7 am from piers on India 
Street in Greenpoint, N. Sixth 
Street and Schaefer Landing 
in Williamsburg, and Fulton 
Ferry in DUMBO and drop 
them off at either Pier 1 1 in 
Lower Manhattan or East 
35th Street in Midtown. 

And during peak hours, 
between 7 am and 9:30 am 
and between 4:30 pm and 
7 pm, commuters leaving 
DUMBO can get to Wall 
Street in as little as eight 
minutes and those leaving 
Greenpoint can get to Mid- 
town in as little as 10. 

On Fridays and the week- 
end, the ferry will add stops 
at Atlantic Avenue and Gov- 
ernors Island beginning at 9 
am and ending at 8 pm — es- 
sentially cutting travel time 
between North Brooklyn and 


York Waterway CEO Paul 
Goodman. “Right now, it is 
all a question of frequency — 
and 20 -minute frequency is 
what you need so that people 
don’t think of it as appoint- 
ment ridership.” 

A rival company’s service 
failed in 2009 after failing 


to get any subsidy from the 
city. 

Goodman hopes his two- 
deck, 74-foot catamarans will 
do better by providing fast, 
reliable service seven days 
a week. 

On weekdays, each ferry 
can pick up a maximum of

It was a feast for the eyes 
and ears — but not the wal- 
let.

Smorgasburg, the food- 


only market at the river end 
of N. Sixth Street, opened 
this weekend to heavy crowds 
to taste the borough’s home- 
made treats. 

There was a lot to choose 
from. 

Foodies familiar with the 
tasty offerings at the Brook- 
lyn Flea’s crafts and antique 
markets had their fill street 
vendor snacks including spin- 
ach pupusas from Solber Pu- 
pusas, and lobster rolls from 


the Red Hook Lobster Pound, 
which both had half-hour 
lines throughout the day. 

And there were plenty 
of new offerings including 
roasted garlic toast from 
Scratch Bread, hot dogs from 
the Meat Hook, corn flake 
cookies from the Momo- 
fuku Milk Bar, and vegan ice 
cream from Fine + Raw. 

But the intensity of the 
hungry crowds wore on even 
the most battle-hardened food 


purveyors. 

Makers of Mexican ce-

injured during a collision 
with another vehicle — about 
half of the Fort Greene-Clin- 
ton Hill cases took place on 
posted cycle routes. 

Indeed, the most pre- 
carious intersection in Fort 
Greene is Myrtle Avenue at 
Navy Street, with four re- 
ported bike injury cases in 
2009. Both streets have bike 
lanes. Nearby Navy Street at 
Tillary Streets and DeKalb 
Avenue at Washington Ave- 
nue each had three cases. 

That doesn’t surprise Di- 
ane Davidson, an analyst at 


the National Transportation 
Research Center, anon-profit 
that offers government con- 
sulting. 

“Bike lanes don’t neces- 
sary improve safety at an in- 
tersection,” she said. “You 
still have to conduct a turning 
motion and the stripe doesn’t 
extend where streets meet. . . .

Because Zayan was so 
“cool,” the teenager said that 
he had no problem with the 
menial tasks he was asked 
to perform during his four- 


week internship: changing 
light bulbs and fetching 
coffee while gallery staff 
smoked cigarettes. 

Zayan denied the in- 
tern’s account, saying that 
he didn’t ask Baker about 
the missing iPhone until af- 
ter the PayPal breach. 

“I had no evidence, so I 
couldn’t accuse him,” Zayan 
said. “It should have been 
very easy to suspect him 
for everything, but I don’t 
work like that.” 

Neither does Baker, he 
said. 

“I should have never done 


it,” Baker said this week. “If I 
could go back in time and quit 
instead, I would.” 

Baker had been placed at 
Invisible Dog through Exalt, a 
program that finds paid intern- 
ships for troubled teens. 

About 150 youth go 
through the program each 
year, after a long applica- 
tion and screening process. A 
five -week assessment prior to 
placement makes back-stab- 
bings by students “extremely 
rare,” said Sonja Okun, the 
group’s founder. 

“This was really just an iso- 
lated incident,” Okun said. 

Of Exalt’s 127 graduates 
from the past two years, 11 
percent have had new arrests 
— though there have been 


no convictions, which Okun 
sees as testament to the pro- 
gram’s effectiveness. 

Exalt has expelled Baker 
and refunded Zayan’s money. 
The rest is now up to the po- 
lice. 

For now, Zayan is taking 
a “que sera sera” approach 
to it (he’s European). 

“For me, and for the In- 
visible Dog, this isn’t a big 
deal,” he said Zayan. “But 
for the intern, he’s in a very 
bad situation.” 

Despite his ill-fated first 
experience, he will continue 
to work with the Exalt pro- 
gram. 

“I’m not going to stop my 
collaboration,” Zayan said. 
“I believe in what they do.”

The customers are important to LB, 
and because they have been strong sup- 
porters of her business for two decades, 
she wants to give back. This year-long an- 
niversary celebration of deep discounts is 
her way of saying thank you. The calen- 
dar of monthly discounts is some of her 
most popular promotions from over the 
years, and it reflects savings “as high as 
60 percent off art or framing services,” 
she says. 

In fact, she’s so big on giving back 
to the community that on Oct. 20, the 
gallery’s anniversary date, she’s going 
big, and is planning a VIP reception with 
special guests. 

“It’s going to be very exciting and dif- 
ferent,” LB promises. 

And this is a woman who keeps her 
promises. For the gallery’s 10th anni- 
versary, she took 10 customers with her 
to Santa Fe, NM, to explore regional art 
and culture. 

“It was a life-altering trip,” she says of 
the experience, in which everyone from 
different walk of life came together and 


shared new experiences. 

The gallery is the “oldest art and pic- 
ture-framing business independently 
owned and operated by an African-Amer- 
ican female in the city,” says LB. And 
like many entrepreneurs, LB started the 
business because she had a passion. A 
collector of global art, she was an adver- 
tising executive for Ebony Magazine, but 
then began to notice people’s increased 
interest in buying art. She researched it, 
and learned that there wasn’t a business 
that specialized in ethnic artwork for the 
middle class market. 

“I took a chance,” she says. It be- 
came such an overwhelming business 
success that she needed to devote more 
time to the gallery. “I decided to take a 
year off from my career — and I have 
never looked back.” 

It was after the Sept. 11 attacks that 
the framing business really took off, as 
people started coming in with personal 
items they wanted to have framed. They 
weren’t necessarily pictures, but rather 
sentimental items that people wanted to 
be able to display. The gallery under- 
went a transformation as LB began to 
focus on custom framing. She became 
a skilled picture framer and represents a 
small percentage, industry-wide, of pro- 
fessional femal picture framers. 

Now, framing represents “about 90 
percent of my total revenue,” she says, 
and customers can bring in any object 
they wish to have framed. 

“We will translate it to a design that is 
frame-able,” she says. “It can be a doc- 
ument, anything imaginable. There are 
no limitations in custom framing ser- 
vices today.”

Eighty percent of success is showing up 

— but Kickball’s best barely do that. 
Four veteran teams in the Brooklyn 

Kickball League received temporary 
demotions this year to Tuesday’s league 

— the triple -A equivalent of the sport 

— because they have not been able to 
field a full roster of players. 

Last year’s champions, the John Cou- 
gar Mellencamps, runner-ups Pony Boys, 
quarterfinalist Never Scared, and tough 


out Zeus’ Beard, all took penalties less 
than a month into the 2011 season, after 
Commissioner Kevin “The Commish” 
Dailey laid out the new “relegation” pol- 
icy promoting attendance. 

“I can’t have teams blowing off kick- 
ball,” said Dailey. “Until they show up 
on Tuesday, they are not welcome on 
Sunday — they must prove that they 
have their s — t together.” 

The absences have contributed to the 
season’s sluggish start and deprived the 
league of several marquee matchups. 
Never Scared bowed out of its highly 


anticipated matches Sunday against the 
New Frontiersmen and the Pony Boys 
forcing Dailey to scramble for make- 
up games. 

So far, the preseason darling Boys 
have posted one measly win, with two 
losses and three ties — because they’ve 
been a few horses short of a cavalry. 

Meanwhile, the ever-punctual Mel- 
lencamps have already taken two byes 
— and they could have used another 
this week after getting mind f — ked 
by Diddy’s White Party, 4-1. 

Diddy mascot John “Placido” Do- 


mingos said his team, currently in first 
place with a 6-0 record, is succeeding 
through “good baserunning, well-placed 
kicks and great defense” while capital- 
izing on Mellencamp mistakes. 

That and a pep talk from pitcher Mike 
“Curly” Hayes, after the team took a 1-0 
lead in the bottom of the first. 

“They are a great team, and have been 
since before we even had a team in the 
league,” said a deferential Domingos. 
“They took our game really seriously it 
seemed like, probably because we took the 
lead in the first and didn’t give it up.” 

In their other games, Diddy needled 
American Blood, 2-1, while the sec- 
ond-ranked Mellencamps mercied Vic- 
torious Vices, and the Pony Boys set- 
tled for ties against the Mathletes and 
American Blood.

McKibbin Lofts are party 
— and crime — central 

Three break-ins in four days depress hipsters

Gun-toting muggers used a Wil- 
liamsburg loft building as their per- 
sonal Best Buy last week, hitting a 
hipster-filled McKibbin Street build- 
ing at least three times. 

Several armed robbers broke into 
unlocked rooms and stole thousands 
of dollars worth of video game sys- 
tems and laptops at gunpoint in the 
incidents at 255 McKibbin St. for a 
total of three crimes in a span of four 
days — each the result of perps gain- 
ing access to the building and enter- 
ing unlocked apartment doors inside 
the hipster hive. 

The reign of terror began on May 
16, two thieves entered a first-floor 
apartment just before 8 pm to find 
the tenant playing his video game. 
The thieves threatened to kill him if 
he screamed, and began rummaging 
through his stuff before grabbing the 
gaming system, plus the victim’s iP- 
hone and wallet. 

The next day, a burglar broke into a 
third-floor apartment at 6: 15 pm and 
swiped a video game console and lap- 
top while the resident was in another 
room. 

Two days later, a violent robber 
walked into a fifth-floor apartment 
at 12 :40 am to find its tenants watch- 
ing TV. 

“Give me all your stuff, I have a 
gun, I shoot people,” he shouted be- 
fore loading the tenants’ laptops, cell- 
phones, iPods and Xbox games into 
a white shopping bags. 

“I been shot three times,” he shared

before fleeing. 

And that’s just the action inside 
the building. 

On May 14, another robber stole 
an iPhone from a woman in front of 
the loft building at 5 pm as she was 
coming home from work. 

The violent robberies brought doz- 
ens of police to the block known more 


for its late-night record release parties, 
video shoots, and impromptu perfor- 
mance art exhibitions. 

The building has unabashedly as- 
sumed the label as Williamsburg’s hip- 
ster headquarters, or at least its first 
encounter. 

Its tenants, many of whom are col- 
lege students and new residents to 
Brooklyn, are attracted to the twin 
converted factories because of its cheap 
rent — but find themselves subjected 
to cramped, subdivided quarters and 
minimal privacy. 

Now they’re worried about its lax 
security. 

McKibbin dweller Roy Cherion, 
whose apartment was burglarized 
this week, said it is easy for people 
to come in and out of his building — 
but few residents are taking neces- 
sary precautions. 

“We’re definitely more paranoid 
about making sure we check before 
letting someone in but so far we haven’t 
noticed anything drastically differ- 
ent,” said Cherion. 

And resident Amelia Trask wasn’t 
surprised about the robberies. 

“It’s a good target,” said Task. “Ev- 
erybody in here is an artist. Everybody 
has video or music equipment.” 

That could change, said former ten- 
ant Ashley Rambo, who is worried 
that the violence will permanently 
end the party. 

“I want to be open to other people 
in the neighborhood, but it creates a 
dynamic where you’re not sure if that’s 
possible,” said Rambo. “McKibbin was 
an open place where people kept door 
unlocked — now it’s almost a gated 
community.”

“I’m crunching the numbers, but we’ll make 
it happen,” promised Jacober.

mad- woman, afternoon pop- 
corn-popper, columnist, at- 
tempted novelist. . . . And, af- 
ter all, I have to move the car 
twice a week. 

But really, did I have to de- 
fend myself to my 10 -year- 
old? Did I have to justify my- 
self to anyone? The answer, 
sadly, is yes. But the person 
to whom I must ultimately 
justify myself is myself. 

I am living proof of what 
I learned in the one angry 
Women’s Studies class I took 
in college: we mothers cannot 
have it all. Feminism seems 
just to have put a renewed 
pressure to “do something” 
besides the very hard job of 
parenting, to accomplish in 
one’s day something that can 
be held up very tangibly and 
told to people at parties. 

In Park Slope, the bar is 
high. I am surrounded by 
Pulitzer-prize winning au- 
thors, Tony Award-winning 
playwrights, TV personali- 
ties, producers — in short 
the people who are argu- 
ably creating what the world 
thinks. It is no wonder that I 
feel slightly embarrassed in 
the presence of these peo- 
ple, slightly cowed as I try 
to build my own voice and 
balance those career aspira- 
tions with my great desire to 
pick up my kids from school 
most days and be available 
should they need me. 

The conversation comes 
up all the time with my stay- 
at-home mom friends, those 


who do some sort of outside 
work and those who don’t, 
who float around during the 
day like I do trying to mean- 
ingfully fill the time between 
pick-up and drop-off: how do 
we justify ourselves to our- 
selves. Sadly, those mothers 
with full-time jobs often feel 
the need to do the same, and 
imagine all they would do if 
they ever could stay home, 
not unlike the retirees I en- 
counter in my travels who 
spent their whole careers day- 
dreaming of luxuriating in 
boring bliss only to find be- 
ing bored is boring. 

The kids in the neighbor- 
hood, like my own, pick up 
on the vibrations of what peo- 
ple “should” do, and have 
learned well what is what, 
that “success” is something 
that is won, mostly, outside 
the home. 

One afternoon, Oscar was 
telling a friend how I was of- 
ten late for pick-up, and then 
in the next breath justified it 
slightly by noting that, after 
all, her father was sometimes 
late, too. 

“Yes,” she said innocently, 
“but my father has a good 
reason. He has a very im- 
portant job...” 

When I laughed, and 
pointed out that I am, in fact, a 
writer (not that I should have 
to defend myself), she acqui- 
esced with a sweet thought- 
ful nod. 

“Yes,” she said. “You do 
have that column. . .” 

Kids just say the things the 
adults think but often don’t 
say, of course. Self-esteem 
in this day and age, proba- 
bly like in the ages before it 
and almost surely after, is a 
hard thing to find. Will it be 
better if I ever actually pub- 
lish a book? Would the kids 
and the other parents and I 
feel slightly better about my 
“doing nothing” if there was 


something more solid to show 
for it? But what if the book 
sucks, never makes it on to 
the NY Times bestseller list 
like so many of my neigh- 
bors have? What if my first 
book is great, and I never 
write another? Where does 
the pressure and self-judg- 
ment end? 

There is a balance, and I 
am fortunate enough to have 
the time and money to try 
to find it. But it ain’t easy. I 
call Big G sometimes in the 
middle of the day just to list 
off a few things I have done, 
to get his proverbial pat on 
the head. 

I texted him the other day 
after I’d lamented about the 
task of going out in the rain 
to move the car. 

“I did it ! ” I said after push- 
ing myself to simply walk 
out of the house and spend 
10 minutes to find a park- 
ing space. 

If only I could focus on the 
list of things I do instead of 
those I haven’t done. If only. 
I need to start so that my kids 
will be less hard on them- 
selves in their own lives, so 
that they too might see the 
value in something less than 
someone else’s idea of “do- 
ing something.”

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Pavilion renovations 
are almost wrapped

Park Slope’s Pavilion Cinema 
has finished its long-promised 
makeover and thorough scrub- 
bing — and the curtain will be 
up in time for the big blockbuster 
weekend. 

The owners of the 83 -year- 
old moviehouse on Prospect Park 
West have finished replacing 
the former dingy purple cloth 
seats with black patent leather 
versions, and repainting peel- 
ing walls. 

All that remains is putting 
the finishing touches on an up- 
stairs cafe, which will feature 
“finger foods,” said co-owner 


Ben Kafash. 

“We are committed to mak- 
ing this a better place,” he added, 
admitting that the renovations 
were “long overdue.” 

The spring cleaning comes 
just in time for Memorial Day 
weekend — historically one of 
the nation’s busiest movie-go- 
ing periods. 

It also comes after a tough year 
for the cinema, which has been 
plagued by inconsistent heating, 
broken seats and unsubstanti- 
ated bedbug rumors. 

But Kafash and his partners — 
who bought the multiplex from 
New Jersey-based Cinedigm 
group last year — say they’re 
well on the way to morphing a 


disheveled movie shack into a 
cinematic wonderland. 

Before the makeover, five of 
nine theaters had chairs from 
1996 — the last year the Pavil- 
ion was refurbished. Auditorium 
seven, for example, was espe- 
cially bad: Six of the 70 chairs 
were missing seatbacks and about 
a dozen had rips or stains. 

In Park Slope, everyone from 
snarky bloggers to concerned pa- 
trons cringed at the seats (and 
what was allegedly lurking in 
their fibers). 

“We used to come here a lot,” 
movie-going South Sloper Dan 
Kluger said, back in February. 
“But I’ve found the place has 
gotten really rundown.”

The new chairs will likely im- 
prove theater’s tarnished image: 
Sleek seats have a cleaner “look,” 
and are less prone to stains. (They 
also allow movie-going canoo- 
dlers to sit closer together.) 


Still under construction is 
the second-floor cafe with ta- 
bles where movie-goers can 
munch pizza. 

A sit-down eatery would bring 
to fruition a dream held by for- 


mer owner Norman Adie, who 
bought the moviehouse in 1993 
after two decades of 1970s-style 
ruin. Adie renovated the place 
— which had been called The 
Sanders when it was built in 1928 


— and created a full-service res- 
taurant on the second floor that 
never really took off. 

Adie originally opened the Pa- 
vilion with three screens. It now 
has eight.

Gudrun “The Saint” Grondinger 
is now the reigning world pillow 
fight champion! 

The pride of Vienna bashed 
her way to victory in the grow- 
ing sport’s World Cup last Tues- 
day at the Warsaw, the first official 
championship (decades of feathery 
frolicking at the Playboy Mansion 
don’t, apparently, count). 

To ask Grondinger’s trainer (yes, 
she has a trainer), “The Saint’s” 
triumph was never in doubt. 

“I was quite confident in her 
reaching the final and had high 
hopes for her to win the title,” said 
Per Eriksson. 

Grondinger was the favorite, 
but that didn’t keep challengers 
from Sweden, Japan, Bushwick 
and Greenpoint from swinging 
and battering in what was called

Greenpoint’s own Kate Rus- 
sell let the down fly all the way 


to the championship round. But 
she was no match for the Austri- 
ans’ brute force. 

The dark and grungy makeshift 
boxing ring — perfect for the all- 
out brawl — was surrounded by 
hundreds of cheering the fighters 
through the night. 

“Maybe they were expecting 
girls pillow-fighting in their under- 
wear,” said Mark Chroscielewski, 
managing director for the Warsaw. 
“But it was a real sports event, in 
athletic gear, taken very, very se- 
riously.” 

Some fans were probably ex- 
pecting the whole thing to be a joke. 
But where pillow-fighting is con- 
cerned, the Austrians have a real 
German sense of humor. 

“There isn’t really any other way 
to look upon it other than being se- 
rious,” Eriksson said. “If we started 
looking at it like semi-fun and semi- 
sport, it might drift away toward 
just being for fun. We intend to 
keep it like this and we must act 
accordingly.” 


Hakeem has a dream: Ed Towns's

Assemblyman Hakeem Jef- 
fries is moving ahead to chal- 
lenge 15 -term Rep. Ed Towns 
— a battle that will set off a 
generational clash that party 
leaders once thought could be 
avoided. 

Jeffries (D-Fort Greene) 
held a fundraiser on Sunday 
night in Williamsburg, meeting 
with influential Hasidic leaders 
such as Rabbi David Nieder- 
man and Joseph Goldberger — 
both key Towns allies. 

The invitation referred only 
to Jeffries’s “potential cam- 


paign for a seat in the United 
States House of Representa- 
tives.” 


Jeffries has not publicly 
commented on whether he 
plans to battle Towns. 


“All I’ve done is open an 
exploratory committee,” Jef- 
fries told us, referring to the 
paperwork he has filed with 
the Federal Elections Com- 
mission. 

A source close to Jeffries 
would take on the 30-year vet- 
eran if he can raise enough 
money to be competitive. 

Towns certainly isn’t back- 
ing down. 

“I don’t have a problem with 
that,” said Towns. “That’s what 
democracy is all about. People 
run against each other.” 

Brooklyn Democratic insid- 
ers have long expected Jeffries 
to run for Congress — but af- 


ter Towns retired. 

But why wait? Jeffries, 40, 
believes he’ll get the backing 
of controversial Democratic 
Party boss Assemblyman 
Vito Lopez (D-Williams- 
burg), who worked against his 
rival Towns’s recent bid for a 
district leader post. And Jef- 
fries is popular with progres- 
sive leaders in Downtown for 
his work on reforming the re- 
districting process. 

Beating Towns, who is 76, 
would not be easy. The vet- 
eran congressman raised $1.6 
million in his last campaign, 
and easily defeated Kevin 
Powell. 


Vinegar Hill House to add new cafe 

Coffee, wine place slated next to always-packed destination eatery

The dream team behind Vinegar Hill 
House will expand its operation with 
a cafe next door, giving devotees of 
the bucolic dinner retreat even more 
to love — and opponents more to com- 
plain about. 

Sam Buffa and Jean Adamson, who 
established the popular and isolated Vin- 
egar Hill eatery almost three years ago, 
have plans for a 20-seat offshoot with 
similar old-timey interiors and sophis- 
ticated, seasonal fare. 

It would open in the fall. 

“There’s no place to get coffee or get 
lunch nearby,” Buffa said. “We hope to 
be that establishment — a place to go 
during the day and to relax at night.” 

Community Board 2 has recom- 
mended a beer and wine license for 
the new establishment, and the State 
Liquor Authority is expected to grant 
the permit within eight weeks. 

Minor construction has begun at the 
corner of Hudson Avenue and Water 
Street for a cafe that will serve coffee 
in the morning, and beer, wine and light 
noshes throughout the day. 

It will feature bar seating, but Buffa 
said that the new boite is not a pub but 
a place to unwind. And unlike its 40- 
seat predecessor, the cafe won’t have 
outdoor seating. 

The existing restaurant accepts lim- 
ited reservations, so the cafe will also

be a place for diners to wait, instead 
of milling about the desolate cobble- 
stone street. 

But not all Vinegar Hill residents 
are excited. 

Vivian Scott, who has lived in Vin- 
egar Hill for 30 years, said diners of- 


ten leave past midnight and dawdle in 
the streets as they wait for car services, 
which honk when they arrive. 

“The owners argue that having this 
extension would take people off the 
street, but in a way, it just increases the 
numbers,” said Scott, who protested 


the restaurant’s expansion at a com- 
munity board hearing. 

Buffa said he would work to con- 
trol the noise by working with a sin- 
gle car service that won’t need to honk 
as it makes its postprandial pickups. 
He said he would also station a host- 
ess outside at 10 pm to make sure peo- 
ple respect the neighbors. 

He also denied neighbors’ concerns 
that the new cafe is actually a pub in 
disguise, pointing out that the cafe will 
close at 11 pm on weekdays and 11:30 
pm on weekends.
